On the vast sums of money which are 
being, and will be, raised abroad there 
will be for many years a heavy annual 
charge of interest. It is desirable for the 
future welfare of the country that both 
Treasury and general credits abroad 
should be increased as little as possible. 
The national position in relation to 
foreign countries in this respect is, roughly, 
that of an individual.to other individuals 
in ordimary society. The United King- 
dom, before the war, was in the position 
of a man with a large amount of capital 
and a good income. We may suppose such 
a man involved in litigation, which not 
only causes him heavy expense, but, takes 
so much of his time and attention that 
he is unable, while it is going on, to earn 
so large an income as befora

He has spent most of his liquid 
capital, and the rest is heavily burdened 
with interest charges. He sees that to 
pay these charges and his household ex- 
penses he will have to work harder than 
ever, and, at the same time, will 
have to reduce his scale of living. He 
is sorry that he did not curtail his 


personal expenditure earlier, instead of 
increasing it, as he had done. —He also 
realises that, during his time of heavy 
expense, his neighbours, seeing the state 
of his affairs, had secured themselves 
against possible loss by charging him for 
the convenience of trading credit (money 
exchange rates). 

That is a picture of our present course. 
The expense of our part in the great litaga- 
tion of arms is the price of national exist- 
ence. We ought, however, to take the 
lesson and to avoid future regrets that we 
did not by strict economy redu ur ex- 
pehditure abroad, in agreement’ the 
war's strain on our financial resources. 
It will seem hard on individuals to have 
to surrender to the State even more 
by way of taxation than is “being 
surrendered now, and ecbnomy is never 
an enjoyable thing. In the years after 
the war, hdéwever, the British people will 
hold it to have been the worst offence of 
the late Government that it did not lead 
the nation more earnestly in the way of 
economy, and the new Government will 
share the condemnation unless it con- 
tinues to show a sterner disposition in 
that respect. Viewed broadly, the ques- 
tion is one of war finance as well as 
general economics. Heavy taxation is one 
of the surest incentives to economical 
practice, as well as a means of raising 
revenue.. Taxation of income has some 
undesirable effects if carried too far, 
and does not offer a complete or satisfac- 
tory solution of the problems of financing 
the war and enforcing economy. Many 
minds are busy, therefore, with possible 
solutions. One drastic project was de- 
scribed by the City Editor of The Times 
yesterday. It is thattit® Government should 
suspend further borrowing altogether, and 
substitute a tax on capital, so that every 
able purse should be compelled to con- 
tribute to the fighting force. “ Taking 
the capital of the United Kingdom at 
£24,000,000,000, a tax of 6 per cent. would 
produce £1,440,000,000. If the tax were 
limited to 4 per cent. per month, it would 
cause little or no monetary disturbance, 
as Government disbursements would 
balance the tax payments.” Just as former 
borrowings have caused inflation and a 
consequent rise in the prices of com- 


modities, so (it is represented on behalf of 
the project) would taxation have the con- 
trary effect. “It avould enforce economy 
of consumption, bring about a fall in 
prices, restrict imports, and so help the 
exchange.” The project sounds remark- 
ably like the Socialist plan (reported in 
some quarters to be favoured by the Prime 
Minister) for the “conscription of wealth.” 
It is given, however, as the idea of a 
responsible banker. We believe, at all 
events, that the Government must soon 
reconsider our system of war finance. 


Food Distribution. 

Lord Devonport made his first statement 
inthe House of Lords yesterday in his 
‘capacity of Food Controller. It dealt only 
with the problem of equitable distribution. 
The*new Food ControHer, of course, is not 
yet in a position to make a declaration of 
policy on this, or any other, point. He 
has to take his bearings and to ascertain, 
in particular, what stocks are available.

the chaotic distributive conditions which 
permit some people to be starved 
for sugar and other essential com- 
modities while other people get a supply 
in excess of their needs. He contem- 
plates the possibility that the only 
means may prove to be “rationing.” 
An ‘alternative course, whose possi- 
bilities ought to be explored, is sug- 
gested by his definition of the point where 
the mischief begins. Control reaches as 
far as the wholesale distributor; it stops 
short of the retailer. In this situation 
a bold policy would be directed towards 
the organisation of consumers to establish 
direct contact between them and the whole- 
sale distributors who can be reached by 
State control. 


Soldiers and Christmas. 


Public opinion has been too strong for 
the Government in the maiter.of Christmas 
leave for troops in training. The War 
Comm ittee’s first intentior, was thzt such 
soldiers should not travel at all at 
Christmas-time. Civilians, the other 
hand, were merely invited to abstain from 
cumbering the railway companies with their 
persons and luggage. There was a storm of 
protest in the Press, and the Government 
has changed its mind. It has now decided 
that troops in this country shall be granted 
Christmas leave to the same extent which 


obtained last year. This means that 
about one man in ten of the troops in 
training will have the good fortune to 
spend Christmas at his home; for, as Mr. 
Forster stated in the House of Commons 
yesterday, not more than ten per cént. of 
the whole body can be relieved from duty 
at the same time. No travelling will be 


Ee is able already, howeyer, to define the 


permitted between December 22nd and 
Christmas Day: all men who get the 
holiday will leave the camps before the 
former date. These restrictions do not 
apply to men coming on leave from the 
front: they@will be “ free to travel all 
the time.” Indeed, it is possible that 
we shall have next week a large incursion 
of home-coming warriors from the front, 
since, as Mr. Forster said signifipantly, it 
is desirable that they should get their 
leave “before the busy season begins.” 
The House of Commons seemed still to 
think, after Mr. Forster’s statement, that 
the home troops were being treated with 
scant sympathy; but we must, of course, 
remember that all other considerations 
must yield to military necessity. Mr. 
Forster said truly that the war is being 
brought more nearly home to us every 
day, and that increasing sacrifices by 
soldier and civilian alike are the price of 
victory. On one thing, however, the 
public will insist—that the soldier shall 
|} not be sacrificed to the civilian. If their 
Christmas needs and comforts come into 
conflict, the rule must be “ place cuz 
soldats.” If the British public perceives 
next week that soldiers are being kept in 
camp merely “in order that idle, or even 
busy, civilians may travel «et ease, the 
public will make trouble, It is war time, 
and we owe everything to our soldiers. 
Except on strict grounds of military neces- 
sity, no soldier in these islands who ex- 
pects to be in France within a few weeks 
or months eught to be prevented from 
spending the.coming Christmas at home. 
We presume that the rule which forbids 
recruits to travel between December 22nd 
and December 25th will apply to Ireland, 
although our Irish railways will be free 
from the severe restrictions which are 
about to come into force in England. 
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MR. LLOYD GEORGE'S 
HEALTH. 


Mr. Lloyd George is getting on favourably,

Except that his voice was a little weak, 
the Chancellor of the Exchequer made an 
excellent start.

Mr. McKenna s only criticism 
was that he thought that his successor at 
the Exchequer had painted the financial 
position a little blacker than was neces- 
sary. His own calculation was that the 
war expenditure was now almost exactly 
five and a half millions a day, the increase 
since he made his Budget calculations 
being entirely due to the cost of muni- 
tions and the growing loans to our Allies. 
These last now average no less than 
£400,000 a day. 

There was not much of importance in 
the succeeding debate, but a very interest- 
ing speech was made by the Hon. A. Shaw, 
in officer’s uniform, who, back from the 
front, declared that the Army idolised the 
new Prime Minister and utterly trusted 
Sir Douglas Haig. The vote was agreed 
to, and the Munitions (Liability for Ex- 
plosions) Bill was read a second time. On 
the adjournment motion Christmas leave 
for the soldiers was debated, but Mr.
